FIRE AT SHANGHAI, 


The N.-0. Daily News of the Meh inst, 
‘sips :—Just about half past ‘seven yester- 
day evening a fire broke-out at the Tnter- 
national Deck, belonging to “Messrs, 8. C. 
Famhan, Boyd & Co, Ld., which resulted 
in the complete destruction of a two-storey- 
ed building there, the lower storey of which 
is used for store roums for glass, ils, 
paints, etc., while the upper storey is oc- 
cupied as a dwolling pluvo and offices. This 
building being isolated, and the wind for- 
tunately blowing. from: tho S.S.E., the 
flames wore cartied in the dircetion of the 
river, and there was never any danger of 
the-fire sproading ta contiguous buildings, 
but it raged furiously m the house whore it 
broke out, and vefore- 9 p.m., tha.roof fell 
in and the outer walls alone were left stand- 
ing. Until well after 9 c'clock thore. were 
only natives working at the Pumps, but 
afterwards the fire flout arrived ‘and the 
fire was, completely extinguished. ‘Thore 
are various reports as to the origin of the 
firc, one being that it broke out in ‘the 
paint shop, and another that it was cused 
by. the. carelessness of two natives who 
were cooking somre food in the basement.
